HE KING OPENS PARLIAMENT.~—The 
Court has remained in residence at Buckingham 
Palace throughout the week, the Prince and Princess 
of Wales being at York House, St. James's. Their 
Majesties the King and Queen on Monday visited 

Woolwich, where Queen / andra inaugurated the new 
nursing quaiters of the Herbert Military Hospitil. The 
Royal party travelled by train from Charing Cross, and were 
received with an illuminated address of welcome by the 
Major and Corporation of Woolwich. Lord and Lady 
Roberts conducted Their Majesties over the institution, 
where the Queen spent some considerable time visiting the 
sick and wounded patients from South Africa. On Tuesday 
the King and Queen drove in State from the Palace to West- 
minster, where His Majesty opened Parliament. The 
R l procesion took the route by the Mall, Horse 
Guards’ Parade, and Whitehall, great numbers of people 
assembling to do honour to the King and Queen. On 
Wednesday His Majesty held an Investiture of Orders at 
Vuckinghum Palace, which was attended by a large and 
distinguished gathering. 


Lord Roberts on the Army Medical Corps,— 
At the annual Hunterian dinner, given by the Royal 
College of Surgeons last Saturday evening, Lord Roberts 
was the principal guest. Acknowledging the Honorary 
Fellowship of the College, which was conferred upon him, 
the Commander-in-Chief. paid a warm tribute to the 
devotion and skill of the Royal Army Medical Corps in 
South Africa.

ONE OF THE WARDS AT 
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ex-Generals: Botha, Delarey, and Smuts, on the Boer 
leaders’ refusal of seats on the new Transvaal Legislative 
Council, has been published.

Colney Hatch Fire Verdiot.—After a prolonged 
hearing, the inquest upon the fifty-one victims of the fire 
which oceurred in the female quarters of Colney Hatch 
Lunatic Asylum on Jan, 27 was concluded last Thursday. 
The coroner's jury, who had throughout manifested a 
spirit of close inquiry and keen criticism of the methods in 
vogue in asylums under the control and supervision of the 
London County Council, found that death was due to fire 
and suffocation, and that there was no evidence to show 
how the fire originated. They considered that the Home 
Office, the Lunacy Commissioners, and the London County 
Council were greatly to blame for having licensed and 
recommended for use the buildings known as the Annexe, 
in whieh the fire occurred, These temporary buildings 
were, in the jury's opinion, unfitted in construction and 
material for the use to which they were put. The ju y 
added a number of recommendations as to emergency exits, 
the locking of doors, and the precautions taken to prevent 
fire. and concluded by a warm eulogy of Dr. Seward, the 
medical superintendent of the asylum, and the nurses and 
officials under him for their heroic efforts in the saving 
of life,

B itish Fxpedition Triumphant.—A telegram 
received by the Colonial Office from Sir F. Lugard, 
Governor of Nigeria, dated fifty miles from Zaria, Feb. 8, 
s'ates that Colonel Morland, in command of the British 
Expedition, occupied Kano on Feb. 3. Lieutenant 8. B. B. 
Dyer, of the 2nd Life Guards, was wounded by_sword cuts 
on the wrist, and Captain Wright, of the 2nd Manchester 
Regiment, was slightly hurt, these being the only British 
c.sualties. Kano was occupied after considerable fighting, 
the enemy defending the walls with great vigour. After 
a fruitless bombardment of the main gate the British 
troops stormed a smaller gate about a mile away, Lieu- 
tenant Dyer leading the storming party with great 
gallantry. Once within the walls, no serious opposition 
was encountered. 


Claimant for a Peerage.—A petition is shortly to 
be presented to the House of Lords on behalf of Viscount 
Hinton asking the Lords to summon him to the Upper 
House as a peer of the realm under the title of Earl 
Poulett. The present claimant was born in December, 
1849, his father, then Lieutenant William Henry Poulett, 
having ut the time been married six months to the 
claimant's mother. Lieutenant Poulett subsequently fuc- 
ceeded to the family title and estutes as the sixth Earl 
Poulett, but he denied his paternity of the child born in 
1849. By a settlement made in 1853, the sixth Earl 
secured the estutes to a son of his by a liter marriage, 
which settlement has since stood the test of a legal action. 
Viscount Hinton’s claim to the peerage is supported by the 
presumption of the law that the husband of a woman is 
futher of her child born in wedlock until the contrary is 
proved. 


Stormy Scenes at Sea.—The White Star liner 
Germanic arrived in New York two days ‘late, after 
experiencing what her commander, Captain Smith, de- 
scribed as “the very worst crossing I have ever experi- 
enced in the Atlantic.” Twenty-four hours out from 
Queenstown a terrific gale was encountered. The waves 
rose to the height of the sbip’s funnels, and the vessel had 
to be hove-to, while the crew went about the decke with 
life-lines round them. So heavy was the relling that a 
panie seized some of the steeruge passengers, who thought 
the ship was about to founder. The first-class passengers 
were in alinost equal alarm, and in the height of the storm a 
rrayer-meeting was held in the suloon. Finally, thirty-five 
burrels of oil were poured over the ship’s side, und, happily, 
they had the effect of calming the sea round the “ermanic 
to a considerable degree.—The Italian steamer Margh-erite, 
from Trieste for New York, put into Algiers last week and 
signalled for help.
